Duties  : 

The  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Committee  shall,  in  accordance  with 
the  Rules  of  Order  : 

(а)  deal  with  and  report  upon  all  questions  appertaining  to  the 

general  policy  of  the  Board  ; 

(б)  be  responsible  for  the  control  of  the  Head  Office  of  the  Board, 

and  deal  with  all  matters  appertaining  to  the  appointment, 
emoluments,  resignation  or  leave  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
and  other  officers  employed  therein  ; 

(c)  arrange,  co-ordinate  and  supervise  the  training  of  nurses  ; 

(d)  deal  with  all  other  matters  which  do  not  fall  within  the  juris¬ 

diction  of  any  of  the  other  Standing  Committees  ; 

(e)  consider  and  report  upon  or  conclude,  as  may  be  directed,  such 
matters  as  are  specifically  referred  to  it. 

(/)  supervise  all  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Board  and  report  periodic¬ 
ally  as  to  the  state  of  the  several  funds  of  the  Board  ; 

(g)  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  in  the  month  of  December  in 
each  year  a  statement  of  the  estimated  capital  income  and 
expenditure  and  of  the  recurrent  income  and  expenditure  of 
the  Board  in  respect  of  the  next  ensuing  year  ; 

(h)  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  during  the  month  of  December 
in  each  year  a  statement  of  the  estimated  recurrent  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  Board’s  institutions  in  respect  of  the  next 
ensuing  year,  which  shall  be  framed  after  consultation  with  the 
other  Standing  Committees  concerned  ; 

(i)  receive  at  each  monthly  meeting  a  statement  of  the  payments 

effected  by  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  during 
the  preceding  calendar  month  and  thereafter  report  to  the 
Board  the  total  amount  of  such  expenditure  ; 

(  j)  arrange  all  investments  of  moneys  held  by  or  funds  entrusted 
to  the  Board  ; 

( k )  report  to  the  Board  at  the  request  of  any  of  the  other  Standing 
Committees  regarding  the  provision  of  funds  for  any  object 
connected  with  the  administration  of  the  Board  or  any  of  its 
institutions  ; 

( l )  supervise  the  collection  of  all  revenue  due  to  the  Board  and  its

REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 

31st  DECEMBER,  1944. 


Once  again  it  is  my  pleasant  duty  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  activities  of  the  Board.  Unfortunately  Mr.  James,  who  was  Chairman 
of  the  Board  during  1944,  is  no  longer  a  member,  and  therefore  it  falls  to 
me  as  the  present  Chairman  to  submit  this  brief  resume  of  the  Board’s 
activities. 

As  a  preliminary,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  the  work  of  the  Board 
has  progressed  during  the  year  in  spite  of  many  difficulties  :  the  ordinary 
expenditure  for  the  12  months  ended  30th  September,  1944,  amounted  to 
£433,730  compared  with  an  expenditure  of  £73,495  in  1914.  The  following 
figures  will  show  the  increase  in  the  work  in  the  past  year  :

For  various  reasons  I  am  unable  to  go  into  detail  regarding  the  work  of 
the  Board  during  the  past  year,  but  I  will  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  more 
important  matters,  and  trust  that  even  from  this  the  great  amount  of  the 
work  the  Board  has  carried  out  and  the  vastness  of  their  responsibilities 
will  be  apparent.  It  should  be  remembered  that  the  Board  controls  7 
Hospitals  (including  the  Peninsula  Maternity  Hospital),  2  Orthopaedic 
Homes,  2  Convalescent  Homes,  2  Dispensaries,  District  Nursing  Organisation, 
Subsidised  Midwifery  Service,  Ambulance  Service  and  Central  Laundry, 
Central  Workshops  and  the  Orthopaedic  Workshop. 

GROOTE  SCHUUR  HOSPITAL: 

Paying  Patients  Block  (Groote  Schuur  Nursing  Home). — As  reported  at 
the  last  Annual  General  Meeting  it  became  necessary  to  close  the  Paying 
Patients’  Block  temporarily  in  order  to  provide  accomodation  for  additional 
nursing  staff  pending  the  erection  of  additional  temporary  Nurses’  Quarters, 
but  paying  patients  who  require  special  treatment  which  is  only  available 
at  this  Hospital  are  admitted  to  the  Main  Block  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Resident  Medical  Superintendent. 

Opening  Of  Top  Floor. — It  is  confidently  anticipated  that  portion  of  the 
top  floor  (39  beds)  will  be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  1945.  Hitherto  this 
section  of  the  Hospital  has  been  used  for  the  accommodation  of  nurses  and 
domestics,  and  while  separate  quarters  have  now  been  provided  for  the 
domestics,  the  nurses  (as  stated  above)  are  housed  for  the  time  being  in  the 
Paying  Patients’  Block.  As  previously  reported,  it  has  not  been  possible 
up  to  the  present  to  put  the  top  floor  into  commission  owing  to  lack  of 
trained  stall,  but  this  shortage  will  be  met  as  far  as  the  section  which  it  is 
hoped  to  open  shortly  is  concerned.  It  is  anticipated  that  at  no  far  distant 
date  the  remainder  of  the  top  floor  will  be  put  into  commission,  but  this  of 
course  is  largely  dependent  upon  sufficient  trained  staff  being  available. 

Nurses’  (Temporary)  Quarters. — Authority  has  now  been  received  from 
V  the  Provincial  Administration  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  further 
temporary  quarters  for  the  nurses.  This  building  will  accommodate  40 
nurses,  and  should  ease  the  present  overcrowded  conditions  in  the  Nurses’ 
Quarters  and  permit  of  additional  staff  being  engaged  and  the  Paying 
Patients’  Block  being  re-opened. 

Lecture  Room  for  Nurses. — -The  lecture  room  for  nurses  being  trained  in 
the  Afrikaans  medium  will  shortly  be  completed. 
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Resignation  Of  Dr.  D.  P.  Marais. — It  was  with  great  regret  that  the  Board 
accepted  the  resignation  of  Dr.  D.  P.  Marais  (Honorary  Physician)  from  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital.  Dr.  Marais’  connection  with  the 
Somerset  and  Groote  Schuur  Hospitals  extended  over  a  period  of  30  years, 
during  which  time  he  was  for  many  years  Chairman  of  the  Medical  Sub- 
Committee  and  gave  most  valuable  and  self-sacrificing  service.  Dr.  Marais 
has  now  been  appointed  an  Honorary  Consultant  in  recognition  of  his  valuable 
service  in  the  past. 

Memorial  to  the  late  Mr.  M.  C.  Vos. — A  stained  glass  window,  which  was 
subscribed  for  by  the  friends  and  relatives  of  the  late  Mr.  M.  C.  Vos,  was 
recently  unveiled  in  the  Chapel.  The  ceremony  was  attended  by  many  of 
Mr.  Vos’  friends  and  colleagues  on  the  Board  and  also  by  members  of  the 
medical  and  nursing  staffs.  It  will  be  recalled  that  Mr.  Vos  was  Chairman 
of  the  Board  from  1926  to  1928,  and  also  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  Committee. 

Out-Patient  Department. — The  Committee  have  under  consideration 
proposals  for  a  new  Out-Patient  Department,  as  the  present  accommodation 
is  totally  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  Hospital.  It  is  hoped  that  a  final 
decision  in  regard  to  the  site  of  the  new  building,  etc.,  will  be  made  at  an 
early  date  so  that  the  whole  scheme  may  be  submitted  to  the  Provincial 
Administration  for  approval.  It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  that 
an  adequate  Out-Patient  Department  is  vital  to  the  efficient  working  of  an 
institution  of  the  size  and  importance  of  the  Groote  Schuur  Hospital. 

Plastic  Surgery. — An  important  innovation  at  the  Hospital  has  been  the 
inauguration  of  a  Plastic  Surgery  Unit.  A  large  number  of  cases  have 
received  treatment  (including  skin  grafting  to  recent  burns,  connection  and 
grafting  to  old  standing  cases,  treatment  of  disfigurements  due  to  burns, 
repairs  for  malignant  growths  on  faces,  treatment  of  lupus,  hare  lip,  etc.) 
The  great  value  of  this  work  lies  in  the  fact  that  patients  who  were  hitherto 
unable  to  appear  in  public  owing  to  disfigurement  are  now  able  to  resume 
their  ordinary  work.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  necessary  nursing  and  other 
staff  have  been  trained  in  the  skill  necessary  for  dealing  with  such  patients, 
a  School  of  Plastic  Surgery  will  be  established. 

Block  System. — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  that  the  “  block 
system  ”  of  training  Probationer  Nurses  (which  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
Annual  Report)  is  proving  a  great  success  judging  by  the  examination 
results  and  the  satisfactory  reports  received  from  the  Matron,  who  was 
responsible  for  the  excellent  organisation  of  the  system  in  this  country. 

SOMERSET  HOSPITAL: 

Structural  Alterations,  Additions,  etc. — I  am  pleased  to  say  that  a  great 
many  improvements  and  alterations  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 
Plans  have  been  prepared  for  reconditioning  the  X-Ray  Department  and 
the  provision  of  an  improved  Out-Patient  Department,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
it  will  be  possible  to  proceed  at  an  early  date  with  these  projects. 

Early  in  the  year  a  fire  occurred  in  one  of  the  Nurses’  Homes.  (Gladstone 
Block)  which  necessitated  the  rebuilding  of  the  Home — this  work  was  very 
satisfactorily  and  expeditiously  carried  out  by  a  local  firm  ;  the  damage 
was  covered  by  insurance,  and  compensation  was  paid  to  nurses  and  others 
who  lost  their  personal  belongings  in  the  fire. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  for  increasing  the  bed-roll  at  the  institution,  and 
as  no  further  extension  can  be  made  without  additional  nursing  staff,  and 
there  is  no  accommodation  therefor,  application  has  been  made  to  the  Provincial 
Administration  for  permission  to  proceed  with  the  erection  of  a  New  Nurses’ 
Home  to  accommodate  29  nurses  ;  the  estimated  cost  of  this  building  is 
£10,000,  and  this  will  be  met  from  special  Funds  belonging  to  the  institution. 
When  this  accommodation  is  available  and  the  additional  staff  has  been 
engaged  it  will  be  possible  to  open  up  further  wards  to  meet  the  increasing 
demand  for  beds.  I  should  like  to  add  that  the  hospital  is  working  at  high 
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pressure  the  whole  year  round,  and  that  the  good  reputation  which  it  enjoys 
can  be  attributed  in  a  large  measure  to  the  Matron,  Miss  C.  M.  Saint. 

European  Section. — One  of  the  projects  which  the  Board  have  under  con¬ 
sideration  is  the  erection  of  a  European  section  of  38  beds  at  the  Hospital. 
The  Green  and  Sea  Point  Ratepayers  Association  have  undertaken  to  raise 
funds  towards  the  cost  of  the  equipment,  and  the  responsible  Committee 
hope  to  go  further  into  the  matter  at  an  early  date.  The  cost  of  the  revised 
scheme  is  estimated  at  £62,000. 

Livingstone  Bequest. — The  final  payment  of  the  Bequest  received  from 
the  late  Miss  M.  J.  Livingstone  has  now  been  received,  bringing  tke  total 
amount  to  £19,654  19s.  6d.  This  amount  is  available  for  the  extension  of 
the  Hospital,  or  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  of  the  institution  as  the 
Board  may  deem  desirable. 

WOODSTOCK,  RONDEBOSCH  AND  WYNBERG  HOSPITALS. 

These  institutions  continue  to  do  excellent  work  and  there  is  nothing 
special  to  report. 

Plans  for  extensions  and  improvements  at  these  Hospitals  are  under 
consideration  by  the  Hospital  Planning  Committee.  Unfortunately  it  has 
not  been  possible  to  proceed  with  the  McLachlan  Memorial  Ward  at  the 
Rondebosch  Hospital  although  a  considerable  sum  has  been  collected  towards 
the  cost. 

FALSE  BAY  HOSPITAL: 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  mention  that  the  Matron  of  this  Hospital,  Miss 
M.  McBean,  has  retired  on  temporary  pension  owing  to  ill-health.  Miss 
McBean  has  given  most  efficient  and  loyal  service  over  a  long  period  of  years, 
and  the  Board  are  very  sorry  indeed  to  lose  her  services. 

PENINSULA  MATERNITY  HOSPITAL: 

The  question  of  the  extension  of  the  Nurses’  Quarters  is  still  occupying 
the  attention  of  the  Board.  It  will  be  recalled  that  for  some  years  past 
the  Board  have  emphasised  the  necessity  for  improving  the  accommodation 
for  nurses  at  this  institution,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  definite  plan  will  shortly 
be  decided  on  in  consultation  with  the  Public  Works  Department,  Public 
Health  Department,  and  the  Provincial  Administration. 

LADY  MICHAELIS  ORTHOPAEDIC  HOME: 

Owing  to  the  extreme  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  trained  nursing 
staff  it  was  found  necessary  to  limit  the  number  of  patients  admitted  to 
this  Home  for  a  time.  This  Home  has,  however,  carried  out  very  useful 
and  important  work  despite  the  difficulties  referred  to,  and  great  credit  is 
due  to  the  Matron  (Miss  B.  Aherne)  and  staff. 

PRINCESS  ALICE  HOME  OF  RECOVERY: 

V 

The  work  of  this  Home  is  proceeding  satisfactorily  although  similar 
handicaps  to  those  experienced  at  the  Lady  Michaelis  Home  in  regard  to 
nursing  staff  obtain  at  this  Home. 

Negotiations  are  proceeding  with  the  City  Council  regarding  the  provision 
of  drainage  at  the  Home — until  this  has  been  provided  the  extensions  (which 
have  been  under  consideration  for  some  years)  cannot  be  proceeded  with. 
The  Board  have  offered  to  make  a  contribution  towards  the  cost  involved 
(the  amount  of  such  contribution  is  still  under  consideration)  and  desire  to 
place  on  record  their  appreciation  of  the  co-operation  of  the  City  Council 
in  this  connection,  expecially  as  the  Home  is  in  an  area  which  would  not  in 
the  ordinary  course  be  connected  with  the  main  drainage  for  many  years 
to  come. 
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EATON  CONVALESCENT  HOME: 

A  great  many  improvements  were  carried  out  at  the  Home  during  the  year, 
including  alterations  to  the  kitchen  and  the  provision  of  a  new  dining  room 
and  recreation  room  for  non-European  patients  :  the  old  dining  room  was 
converted  into  two  wards  of  four  beds  each.  The  cost  of  these  improvements 
was  met  from  special  Funds  belonging  to  the  institution.  The  official  bed-roll 
has  been  increased  from  100  to  109. 

MCGREGOR  PREVENTIVE  AND  CONVALESCENT  HOME: 

The  work  of  this  institution  is  proceeding  smoothly  and  efficiently. 
Application  has  been  made  to  the  Provincial  Administration  for  permission 
to  extend  the  play  room,  as  this  extra  accommodation  is  greatly  needed 
owing  to  the  increased  number  of  children — the  official  bed-roll  has  been 
increased  from  36  to  48. 

CAPE  TOWN  FREE  DISPENSARY : 

There  is  no  special  report  to  submit  regarding  this  institution,  which 
continues  to  function  efficiently  and  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  area  it 
serves. 

BOKMAKIRIE  FREE  DISPENSARY: 

A  certain  amount  of  delay  has  occurred  in  proceeding  with  the  erection 
of  the  Bokmakirie  Dispensary,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cost  was  found 
to  be  greater  than  was  originally  estimated.  Preliminary  survey  work 
is  now  being  carried  out  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  commenced 
at  an  early  date. 

VASCO  FREE  DISPENSARY  : 

This  institution,  which  deals  with  many  patients  who  would  ordinarily 
be  compelled  to  travel  to  the  Cape  Town  Free  Dispensary,  is  carrying  out 
very  useful  work,  including  dental  extractions,  and  not  only  relieves  the  work 
at  the  latter  institution,  but  has  proved  to  be  a  great  boon  to  residents  in 
the  district. 

C.H.B.  DISTRICT  NURSING  ORGANISATION  AND  SUBSIDISED  MID¬ 
WIFERY  SERVICE  : 

The  same  excellent  standard  of  work  is  being  maintained  by  the  two 
Organisations  notwithstanding  a  great  many  difficult  problems  which  arise 
from  time  to  time,  particularly  in  regard  to  staff. 

The  Board  have  decided  to  retain  the  services  of  Miss  E.  M.  Cox  (Superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  District  Nursing  Organisation)  for  a  further  year  from 
December,  1944.  Miss  Cox  has  been  Superintendent  since  1st  December, 
1938,  and  the  Board  have  recorded  their  appreciation  of  the  excellent 
service  she  has  given  to  the  Organisation  over  a  period  of  21  years. 

ORTHOPAEDIC  WORKSHOP: 

Owing  to  the  large  volume  of  work  to  be  carried  out,  the  Orthopaedic 
Workshop  (situated  in  the  grounds  of  the  Lady  Michaelis  Orthopaedic  Home) 
is  to  be  extended  to  meet  the  need  for  increased  accommodation  (including 
a  waiting  room,  fitting  room,  .etc.).  The  cost  of  the  extension  is  estimated 
at  £900  which  will  be  met  from  Special  Funds  belonging  to  the  Lady  Michaelis 
Orthopaedic  Home. 

FUTURE  HOSPITAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

Early  in  1944  the  Hospital  Planning  Special  Committee  submitted  a 
comprehensive  report  on  the  future  development  of  hospitals  in  the  Board’s 
District,  envisaging  an  expenditure  of  approximately  £2,000,000.  The  various 
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projects  included  extensions  to  the  Groote  Schuur  Hospital  (X-Ray  and 
Out-Patient  Departments),  Maternity,  Children’s  and  Convalescent  Hospitals, 
a  Hospital  for  the  Northern  Suburbs  and  a  European  Block  at  the  Somerset 
Hospital,  etc.  In  June  a  deputation  waited  upon  the  Executive  Committee 
to  stress  the  need  for  proceeding  at  an  early  date  with  the  programme  of 
hospital  development  as  set  out  in  the  report  of  the  Hospital  Planning 
Committee.  The  Deputation  was  sympathetically  received,  but  the 
Administrator  pointed  out  that  no  decision  could  be  made  pending  the 
publication  of  the  report  of  the  National  Health  Services  Commission, 
and  that  the  question  of  hospital  development  must  be  considered  as  a  whole 
by  all  the  Provinces  and  the  Government. 

The  Board  consider,  however,  that  certain  very  necessary  developments 
should  not  be  allowed  to  wait  indefinitely.  The  Special  Committee  intends 
to  deal  with  this  aspect  of  the  matter  and  to  make  further  representations 
to  the  Administrator  in  due  course. 

NURSES’  SALARIES: 

As  a  result  of  representations  made  by  the  Board,  the  Provincial  Adminis¬ 
tration  have  agreed  to  certain  improvements  in  the  method  of  adjusting 
nurses’  salaries  under  the  new  Nurses’  Regulations  (promulgated  in  March, 
1944)  and  the  Board  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
shown  by  the  Administration  in  this  connection,  although  there  are  certain 
cases  still  to  be  dealt  with. 

The  Board  are  not,  however,  satisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  the 
Hospitals  and  the  salaries  of  Matrons  have  been  graded  and  intend  to  make 
further  representations  to  the  Administrator  in  this  matter.  It  is  confidently 
anticipated  that  this  question  will  be  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  concerned 
when  the  matter  is  put  before  the  Executive  Committee. 

RADIOLOGICAL  SERVICES: 

A  Special  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  the 
desirability  of  co-ordinating  the  Board’s  radiological  services  under  the 
Chief  Radiologist  of  the  Groote  Schuur  Hospital.  A  commencement  has 
been  made  by  co-ordinating  the  services  of  the  Somerset  Hospital  and  Cape 
Town  Free  Dispensary  with  the  Groote  Schuur  Hospital — this  arrangement 
is  working  very  satisfactorily. 

PATHOLOGICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  SERVICES: 

It  has  also  been  proposed  that  the  pathological  and  bacteriological  services 
of  the  Board  should  be  co-ordinated,  and  a  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed 
to  consider  this  matter. 

TONSILLECTOMY  CASES  : 

In  order  to  cope  with  the  long  waiting  list  of  children  requiring  tonsillectomy, 
arrangements  were  made  for  one  session  per  week  to  be  held  at  the  Groote 
Schuur  Hospital  and  one  at  the  Somerset  Hospital — a  Medical  Officer  and 
Anaethetist  were  appointed  to  carry  out  the  work.  It  was  also  hoped  to 
institute  two  further  sessions  at  the  Somerset  Hospital  as  soon  as  the 
necessary  facilities  could  be  provided,  but  the  Board  decided  that  no  further 
steps  should  be  taken  in  this  connection,  owing  to  the  recent  outbreak  of 
infantile  paralysis.  The  work  will,  however,  be  commenced  as  soon  as 
possible. 

OUTBREAK  OF  INFANTILE  PARALYSIS: 

When  the  recent  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis  occurred,  the  Board  were 
asked  by  the  Administrator  and  the  National  Council  for  the  Care  of  Cripples 
whether  they  would  be  prepared  to  assist  and  they  replied  that  they  would 
do  all  in  their  power.  While  the  treatment  of  infectious  cases  is  outside  the 
Board’s  province,  the  National  Council  were  offered  (at  a  Conference)  the 
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use  of  the  Lady  Michaelis  Orthopaedic  Home  for  non-infectious  cases,  and 
any  other  assistance  which  the  Board  could  render.  Subsequently,  however, 
the  Council  decided  to  take  over  “  Monte  Bello  ”  for  such  cases,  and  the 
Board  agreed  to  ten  Probationer  Nurses  from  Groote  Schuur  Hospital  being 
seconded  for  one  month  to  assist  in  the  Home — it  was  impossible  to  assist 
any  further  owing  to  shortage  of  staff. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES  COMMISSION  : 

The  findings  of  the  National  Health  Services  Commission  (appointed  by 
the  Government  in  1942  to  enquire  into  the  provision  of  an  organised  National 
Health  Service)  are  now  under  consideration  by  Parliament,  and  it  is  possible 
that  the  decisions  arrived  at  may  affect  the  future  administration  of  the 
Hospitals — he  would  indeed  be  a  bold  man  who  would  prophecy  regarding 
the  future  policy  of  Hospital  administration. 

MEDALS  FOR  NURSES: 

The  Gold  and  Silver  Medals  presented  annually  to  Probationer  Nurses 
obtaining  the  highest  marks  in  the  Final  and  Preliminary  Examinations 
were  awarded  (for  the  year  1943)  to  Miss  E.  D.  Moodie  and  Miss  K.  E.  Harwood 
(Groote  Schuur  Hospital)  respectively,  and  for  the  year  1944,  to  Miss  J,  M, 
Mellish  (Wynberg  Hospital)  and  Miss  P.  O’Rourke  (Groote  Schuur  Hospital). 

COLLECTIONS  ON  BEHALF  OF  HOSPITALS: 

Street  collections  in  aid  of  the  Board’s  institutions  realised  the  following 
.substantial  amounts  : — 

Mid-Week,  held  in  February  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  £742  Os.  6d. 

Hospital  Rag,  held  in  March  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  .  £602  Os.  Od. 

Hospital  Saturday,  held  in  October  .  .  .  .  .  .  £875  17s.  5d. 

The  Hospital  Appeal  (in  lieu  of  the  Hospital  Ball)  organised  by  the 
Mayoress,  resulted  in  £1,960  and  Hospital  Sunday  realised  £300  17s.  6d. 

The  Board’s  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  are  due  to  all  who  assisted 
in  the  above  efforts  to  increase  the  revenue,  The  results  are  very  satisfactory 
in  view  of  the  large  number  of  collections  in  aid  of  war  funds  to  which  the 
public  are  asked  to  contribute. 

DENTAL  SERVICES  : 

Early  in  the  year  the  suggestion  was  made  that  a  Conference  consisting 
of  representatives  of  various  Local  Bodies  interested  should  be  held  to  discuss 
the  whole  question  of  the  improvement  and  extension  of  dental  services  in 
the  Peninsula.  Nothing  further  transpired,  however,  as  the  Local  Authorities 
did  not  all  reply,  but  it  has  now  been  decided  to  make  further  efforts  to 
convene  the  Conference,  i 

ABSORPTION  OF  DISCHARGED  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UNION  FORCES 
INTO  THE  HOSPITAL  BOARD  SERVICE: 

A  circular  letter  was  received  from  the  Provincial  Secretary  regarding 
the  absorption  of  discharged  members  of  the  Union  Forces  into  the  Board’s 
service,  and  the  instructions  (which  were  heartily  welcomed  by  the  Board) 
are  being  carried  out. 

BOARD  MEMBERS: 

At  the  first  meeting  of  4;he  newly  constituted  Board  held  in  January, 
1944,  Mr.  W.  James  was  elected  Chairman  and  I  was  elected  Vice-Chairman. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr,  James  announced  that  his 
term  of  office  as  a  representative  of  the  Administrator  had  expired  and  that 
for  various  reasons  he  was  not  disposed  to  seek  re-election  on  the  Board. 
Although  Mr.  James  was  repeatedly  urged  to  return  to  the  Board  and  no 
effort  was  spared  either  by  the  Board,  or  by  individual  members,  he  decided 
not  to  do  so,  and  his  valuable  advice  and  intimate  knowledge  of  the  Board’s 
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work  will  be  greatly  missed.  During  his  period  of  office  Mr.  James  (who 
joined  the  Board  in  1925)  was  Vice-Chairman  for  two  years  and  Chairman 
for  13  years.  The  following  Resolution  (one  of  many)  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  the  Board  at  the  meeting  held  on  27th  December,  1944  : — 

“  That  an  expression  of  the  Board’s  deep  regret  at  the  termination 

of  Mr.  James’  services  as  a  representative  of  the  Administrator  be  recorded, 

together  with  their  sincere  thanks  for  the  invaluable  services  Mr.  James 

has  rendered  to  the  Board  and  the  sick  poor  over  a  period  of  nearly  20  years.” 

HEAD  OFFICE: 

In  August  last  Mr.  W.  P.  Holder,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  resigned  from 
the  Board’s  service  in  order  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  the  Imperial 
Government,  and  the  Board  recorded  their  sincere  appreciation  of  his 
excellent  services,  coupled  with  their  best  wishes  for  his  future  career. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Wyld  was  appointed  A/Secretary  and  Treasurer  pending  the 
filling  of  the  vacancy. 

OBITUARIES  : 

It  is  with  great  regret  that  I  record  the  following  deaths  which  occurred 
during  the  year  under  review. 

Chevalier  J.  B.  Callanan,  K.C.S.G.,  who  died  on  15th  March,  represented 
the  Divisional  Council  of  the  Cape  on  the  Board  from  1924  to  1930  and  from 
1934  to  1935.  Chevalier  Callanan  always  had  the  welfare  of  the  sick  poor 
at  heart  and  was  greatly  missed  when  he  retired  from  the  Board. 

Dr.  D.  Dowie  Dunn,  who  also  died  in  March,  1944,  held  the  posts  of  Honorary 
Paediatrist  at  the  Groote  Schuur,  Woodstock  and  Wynberg  Hospitals  and 
at  the  Princess  Alice  Home  and  Lady  Michaelis  Orthopaedic  Home  for  many 
years  and  gave  invaluable  and  unstinting  service  in  the  cause  of  sick  children. 

Mr.  J.  R.  Proctor,  who  died  on  21st  May,  was  a  representative  of  the 
Divisional  Council  of  the  Cape  from  1936  to  1943,  and  served  on  several 
Committees  during  this  time — for  some  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Wynberg 
and  Simonstown  Hospitals  Committee,  and  his  death  is  much  regretted  by 
his  former  colleagues  on  the  Board.

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  voice  my  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Honorary  Medical  Staffs  (particularly  the  Honorary  Medical  Superintendents) 
for  the  great  amount  of  voluntary  work  they  have  performed  in  the  interests 
of  the  sick  poor  ;  to  the  clerical  and  nursing  staffs  and  to  all  who  have  so 
loyally  supported  the  Board’s  efforts  during  the  past  year.

As  far  as  was  possible  their  posts  were  filled  on  a  temporary  basis  but 
their  absence  has  thrown  an  additional  burden  on  the  remaining  members. 

During  the  year  Drs.  N.  Petersen  and  M.  C.  Rous  were  released  from  the 
army  in  order  to  take  up  their  hospital  and  teaching  duties.  Dr.  V.  Brink 
returned  to  civilian  practice  which  he  found  so  arduous  that  he  could  not 
resume  duty  as  Assistant  Physician.  The  community  in  general  and  the 
hospital  in  particular  suffered  a  heavy  blow  through  the  death  of  Dr.  D. 
Dunn,  Paediatric  Physician  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  and  previously 
Assistant  Paediatric  Physician  for  many  years  at  Somerset  Hospital.  Dr. 
D.  P.  Marais,  doyen  of  the  physicians  (and  with  the  exception  of  Dr.  Luckhoff 
of  the  whole  staff)  retired  in  December  after  thirty  years  of  very  valuable 
service.  His  place  will  be  difficult  to  fill,  fortunately  he  has  accepted  nomi¬ 
nation  as  an  Honorary  Consultant  Physician  and  has  agreed  to  attend 
members  of  the  nursing  staff  whenever  he  is  asked  to  do  so  and  is  also 
completing  certain  investigation  on  their  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis. 
Dr.  J.  D.  M.  Claassens  after  14  years  service  as  Assistant  Physician  also 
resigned  in  December  thereby  creating  a  third  gap  in  the  ranks  of  the 
physicians.  The  gaps  have  been  filled  by  temporary  promotions  and 
appointing  more  registrars.  Dr.  F.  Krone,  Honorary  Dermatologist,  who 
had  been  on  extended  sick  leave  resigned  on  medical  advice  and  was 
appointed  Honorary  Consultant  Dermatologist. 


RESIDENT  MEDICAL  STAFF: 


In  February  Dr.  C.  J.-’  B.  Muller,  Senior  Resident  Medical  Officer 
relinquished  his  post  to  take  up  the  course  in  Radiology.  He  had  rendered 
very  valuable  services  to  the  hospital  and  special  mention  must  be  made  of 
his  help  to  the  E.N.T.  Department  where  he  performed  more  tonsillectomies 
than  all  the  members  of  the  Honorary  Staff.  He  was  succeeded  by  Dr. 
D.  J.  J.  Ackermann,  Casualty  Medical  Officer  who  had  a  few  years  previously 
gained  a  fair  amount  of  experience  in  the  E.N.T.  Department. 
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NURSING  STAFF: 

The  shortage  of  trained  nurses  is  still  very  serious  but  shows  an  increase 
of  three  :  six  Sisters  and  thirty-five  Staff  Nurses  left  during  the  year  and  two 
Sister  Tutors,  one  Night  Superintendent,  one  Home  Sister,  seven  Sisters 
and  thirty-three  Staff  Nurses  were  appointed.  There  was  no  dearth  of 
applicants  for  pupil  nurses  and  the  vast  majority  of  the  girls  selected  were 
matriculated.  With  the  block  system  working  smoothly,  Groote  Schuur 
Hospital  is  training  more  nurses  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  beds  than 
any  other  hospital  in  the  Union. 

RADIOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT  : 

A  record  year  was  experienced  with  November  a  peak  month.  Wear 
and  tear  on  the  equipment  was  slight  and  replacements  easier.  The  two 
deep  therapy  units  arrived  and  were  installed  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year 
in  the  reconstructed  extension  to  the  Out-Patient  Department. 

Two  of  the  five  senior  pupil  radiographers  were  engaged  as  acting  radio¬ 
graphers  at  Somerset  Hospital  and  Cape  Town  Free  Dispensary. 

Dr.  S.  F.  Oosthuizen,  Diagnostic  Radiologist,  resigned  at  the  end  of  October, 
in  order  to  take  up  the  post  of  Professor  of  Radiology  at  Pretoria  University, 
the  vacancy  thus  created  was  filled  by  Dr.  I.  v.  d.  Merwe,  one  of  the  four 
post-graduate  students  who  obtained  their  Diploma  in  Radiology  during 
the  year. 

PHYSIO-THERAPEUTIC  DEPARTMENT: 

The  routine  work  of  this  department  was  carried  out  smoothly  with  the 
help  of  two  temporary  masseuses. 

DISPENSARY  DEPARTMENT  : 

For  the  whole  of  the  year  the  department  was  short-staffed  as  it  was 
impossible  to  obtain  a  temporary  dispenser  to  replace  Mr.  Seymour  who 
was  still  on  active  service.  In  spite  of  this  the  amount  of  work  done  showed 
a  tremendous  increase  over  previous  years.  During  the  year  limited  supplies 
of  penicillin  became  available,  this  further  added  to  the  number  of  requisitions 
for  sterile  preparations  which  claim  such  a  large  percentage  of  the  time  of 
members  of  the  staff.  , 

OUT-PATIENT  AND  CLINICAL  RECORDS  DEPARTMENTS: 

The  work  of  these  departments  is  still  on  the  increase  and  is  more  than 
ever  hampered  by  the  cramped  space  and  unsuitable  premises. 

ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT: 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  two  Almoner  posts  were  sanctioned  by  the 
Provincial  Administration.  It  is  hoped  they  will  be  suitably  filled  early 
next  year.
